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Red River Region Breathes Easy 



After furious week 
of prep work, floods 
are mostly avoided 

Fargo, N.D. 

The crest of the Red River was 
met Sunday with more shrugs 
than white knuckles, as flood fears 
receded and Fargo residents walked 
their dogs and went to church 
instead of sandbagging and flee- 
ing to higher ground. 

City officials said they were 
relieved the bloated river running 
along the border of North Dakota 
and Minnesota didn’t cause major 
damage leading up to its crest. 

Fargo Mayor Dennis Walak- 
er noted that while most floods 
have at least “one day of chaos” 
that didn’t happen this year. But 
he cautioned against celebrating 
too soon. 

“We need at least another week 
here before we get it to the level we 
wanted it to be. There’s still a lot of 
water down south,” Walaker told 
The Associated Press. 

The National Weather Service 
said the Red River crested Sun- 


day afternoon just under 37 feet, 
or 19 feet over flood stage, and was 
now on its way down. The fore- 
cast was cooperating, with only a 
small chance of rain in sight over 
the next few days. 

That was good news to residents 
of North Dakota’s largest city, who 
worried that the Red could stay at 
its crest for several days, strain- 


ing temporary levees and sand- 
bag dikes. 

Fargo residents began cleaning 
up the debris in low-lying neighbor- 
hoods where more than a million 
sandbags held backwaters. High- 
way crews also were out measuring 
the clay that had been used to build 
levees so they could start prepar- 
ing for how to remove the tempo- 


rary barriers later this week. 

The calm mood was in stark 
contrast to last year, when floods 
along the north-flowing Red River 
sparked a last-minute frenzy of 
sandbagging. 

“We were prepared this 
year,” said Fargo resident Terry 
Ziegelmann. “In a day or two ... life 
will get back to normal.” (ap)

Agency’s employees 
have to hand-deliver 
forms in remote areas 

Portland, Maine 

Census workers are using snowmo- 
biles, airplanes, all-terrain vehicles 
— even lobster boats — to visit the 
most far-flung, hidden-away dwell- 
ings when counting the nation’s 
populace. 

Hand-delivering 2010 cen- 
sus questionnaires in the bush of 
Alaska, Maine’s North Woods and 
other isolated regions isn’t as sim- 
ple as strolling up to a suburban 
home. To get to the more remote 


homes, census workers might fly 
over mountains or onto far-removed 
islands, four-wheel it through for- 
ests, and contend with deep snow, 
bone-chilling temperatures and 
wildlife on the move. 

In Maine, census workers will 
begin delivering forms this week 
by whatever means it takes — ATV, 
snowmobile, cross-country skis or 
snowshoes — to get to those hard- 
to-get-to places. 

“You don’t know what you’re 
going to find,” said Danielle Tori- 
no, who will use her ATV to get to 
camps in the wilds of far northern 
Maine. “And I definitely anticipate 
coming across a lot of wildlife; the 
bears are coming out so we have

that to look forward to. ” 

Census forms were mailed last 
week to 90 percent of homes in the 
U.S. Census workers are visiting 
the other 10 percent in person to 
deliver the forms in areas that don’t 
have regular mail service.

— have been designated by the 
Census Bureau as requiring spe- 
cial travel arrangements. 

Those rural areas, which con- 
tain less than 1 percent of all U.S. 
households, have irregular mail 
service and often cannot be reached 
by car. But those people, like every- 
body else, have to be counted.

Electoral officials 
reject calls to review 
ballots in tight race

Iraq’s electoral commission said 
Sunday it would not recount votes 
from the March 7 parliamenta- 
ry election, despite accusations of 
fraud and requests for a manual 
recount from Iraq’s president and 
prime minister. 

The 95 percent of votes that 
have been counted show that 
Prime Minister Nouri al-Maliki, 
who appealed to a largely Shiite 
base, is in a very tight race with 
Ayad Allawi, whose constituency is 
largely made up of Sunni Arabs, for 
the largest electoral bloc in Iraq’s 
future parliament. 

With the vote so close, al-Maliki 
— an isolated politician whose popu- 
larity in the streets may not make up 
for the number of enemies he’s creat- 
ed as a national leader — will find it 
difficult to garner the allies needed 
to assure him his seat of power. 

Al-Maliki’s statement seemed to 


imply that he may not step down 
as prime minister if he found the 
results unacceptable. 

“I, in my capacity as the execu- 
tive directly responsible for plan- 
ning and implementing policy in 
the country, and as the commander 
in chief of the armed forces, call on 
the IHEC to immediately respond 
to the demands of these blocs in 


order to preserve political stabil- 
ity,” he said. 

President Jalal Talabani said in 
a statement: “Being aware of the 
significance of this event, every- 
one desires that the elections are 
achieved with integrity, transpar- 
ency and objectivity,” 

The Independent High Electoral 
Commission, hampered by techni- 


cal problems related to the counting 
system, railed against fraud claims 
and the request for a recount. 

“We don’t know what these pol- 
iticians want or know how to deal 
with them,” said commissioner 
Saad al-Rawi. “The strange part is 
that the sides rejecting the results 
are mostly winners.” leila fadel

Israeli PM rejects US.’ 
demand to restrict 
Jewish construction 

Jerusalem 

Israel will not restrict construction 
in east Jerusalem, Israel’s prime 
minister said Sunday hours before 
leaving for Washington, despite 
a clear U.S. demand that build- 
ing there must stop and a crisis in 
relations between the two long- 
time allies. 

Benjamin Netanyahu’s hard- 
line statement came just hours 
before he was scheduled to leave 
for Washington. 

His meeting with President 
Obama Tuesday will be the first 
high-level meeting since the cri- 
sis erupted 10 days ago, when Isra- 
el embarrassed visiting Vice Pres- 
ident Joe Biden by announcing a 
plan for Jewish construction in 
east Jerusalem, which is claimed 
by the Palestinians. 

This tough stance on Jerusa- 
lem has run into stiff opposition in 
Washington, but there were signs 
that Israel was working to ease 
the crisis. Cabinet ministers said 
that while there would be no for- 
mal freeze, construction in Jewish 


neighborhoods in east Jerusalem 
would be restricted. 

At stake are the first peace talks 
between Israel and the Palestinian 
government in more than a year. 

On Sunday, Netanyahu met with 
Obama’s special Mideast envoy, 
George Mitchell, who is set to medi- 
ate. He delivered the White House 
invitation to the prime minister. 

Meanwhile, in Gaza, U.N. Sec- 
retary-General Ban Ki-moon called 
on Israel to end its blockade on 


Gaza, imposed after Palestinian 
militants captured an Israeli sol- 
dier in 2006 and tightened when 
the Islamic militant Hamas over- 
ran the territory the following year. 
Israel allows only basic humanitar- 
ian supplies into Gaza. 

The blockade causes “unaccept- 
able suffering,” Ban said after visit- 
ing the Khan Younis refugee camp. 
“My message to the people of Gaza 
is this: The United Nations will

Iceland Evacuates Hundreds After Volcano Erupts 


Reykjavik, Iceland 

A volcano in southern Iceland has 
erupted for the first time in nearly 
200 years, raising concerns that it 
could trigger a larger and poten- 
tially more dangerous eruption at 
a volatile volcano nearby. 

The eruption at the Eyjafjalla- 
jokull (AYA-feeyapla-yurkul) vol- 
cano, located near a glacier of the 
same name, shot ash and molten 
lava into the air, but scientists called 
it mostly peaceful. It occurred just 
before midnight Saturday at a fis- 
sure on a slope — rather than at 
the volcano’s summit — so scien- 
tists said there was no imminent

danger that the glacier would melt 
and flood the area. 

Nonetheless, officials sent phone 
messages to 450 people between the 


farming village of Hvolsvollur and 
the fishing village of Vik, about 100 
miles southeast of Reylqavik, urging 
them to evacuate immediately. 

A state of emergency was 
declared, but there were no immedi- 
ate reports of injuries or damage. 

Scientists say it is difficult to 
predict what comes next. Like 
earthquakes, it is hard to predict 
the timing of volcanic eruptions. 

“It could stop tomorrow; it could 
last for weeks or months,” said 
Tumi Gudmundsson, a geologist 
at the University of Iceland. 

The last time there was an erup- 
tion near the 100-square-mile Eyjaf- 
jallajokull glacier was in 1821. (ap)

Internet Sales Threaten Wildlife 


Conservation groups 
say illegal Web trade 
endangers species 

Doha, Qatar 

The Internet has emerged as one 
of the greatest threats to rare spe- 
cies, fueling the illegal wildlife 
trade and making it easier to buy 
everything from live baby lions to 
wine made from tiger bones, con- 
servationists and law enforcement 
officers said Sunday. 

The Web’s impact was made 
clear at the meeting of the 175-na- 
tion Convention on International

Trade in Endangered Species, or 
CITES. Delegates voted Sunday to 
ban the trade of the Kaiser’s spot- 
ted newt, which the World Wild- 
life Fund says has been devastat- 
ed by the Web trade. 

A proposal from the U.S. and 
Sweden to regulate the trade of red 
and pink coral — which is crafted 


into jewelry and sold on the Web — 
was defeated. Delegates voted the 
idea down mostly over concerns the 
increased regulations might impact 
poor fishing communities. 

Trade on the Web poses “one 
of the biggest challenges facing 
CITES,” said Paul Todd, a cam- 
paign manager for the Internation- 
al Fund for Animal Welfare. 

The newt is a textbook example 
of what can happen to one species 
through trade on the Web. Accord- 
ing to a study by the WWF, the sal- 
amander is coveted in the pet trade. 
They number only about 1,000 
and live in Iran’s Zagros Moun- 
tains. About 200 have been trad- 
ed annually over the years, most- 
ly through a Web site operated out 
of Ukraine. Their population has

If your home has lost 
value, it may be time 
to appeal your taxes 

Personal Finance 

Home prices are still far below their 
highs of just a few years ago. One 
bittersweet perk for homeowners 
is that property taxes should be 
lower, too. 

If your home’s value has tum- 
bled, you may be able to slash hun- 
dreds of dollars from your tax bill 
by appealing its assessed value. 
That’s because local governments 
generally don’t reassess homes 
every year, meaning the values 
they use to levy property taxes may 
be outdated. 

The appeal process varies, but 
here’s a guide on the steps you’ll 
need to take. 

Find the Paperwork 

Property taxes are assessed on 
a local level. Most homes are 
assessed by only one jurisdiction, 
whether it’s a town, city or county. 
But if your home has more than one 


assessment, you need to file appeals 
with both jurisdictions. 

Start by searching for your 
assessor’s Web site, where you’ll 
find the form to file an appeal. 

Understand the Process 

There are two important techni- 
calities to understand. The first is 
your home’s assessed value. This 
is the basis for your property tax 
and isn’t always the same as your 


home’s market value. 

Some local governments assess 
homes at a fraction of their mar- 
ket value. For example, if the 
assessment rate is 60 percent, the 
assessed value of a $1 million home 
would be $600,000. 

It’s also important to know the 
date your area’s assessments are 
based on. In New Jersey, for exam- 
ple, homes are assessed by local 
governments on Oct. 1 of the previ- 


ous tax year. So if you’re requesting 
a new assessment for 2010, you’d 
need to research home prices from 
around Oct. 1, 2009. 

Collect Your Evidence 

The bulk of your work will be col- 
lecting the evidence to make your 
case. There are several ways you 
can do this. The first is to go to your 
assessor’s office, which might keep 
a database of all sales in the area. 

You can also search Web sites 
such as ColdwellBanker.com, 
Remax.com, MoveUp.com and Zil- 
low.com to collect data on proper- 
ties that are similar in size, age and 
style to your property. 

Follow Up on Your Appeal 

It’s wise to check on the status of 
your appeal a few weeks after you 
file. But don’t panic if you don’t 
hear back right away. Local asses- 
sor offices are often swamped with 
appeals that can take months. 

In the meantime, continue 
paying your property tax bills. 
If you win your case, any money 
you overpaid should be refunded.

intransigent toward sin — starting 
with our own [sin] — and indul- 
gent with people.”

Pope stresses compassion after rebuke to priests accused of abuse 


Vatican City 

Pope Benedict XVI on Sunday 
urged Catholics to refrain from 
judging sinners a day after he 
rebuked Irish bishops for their han- 
dling of a half-century of sexual 
abuse of minors by clergy. 

While the pope made no men- 
tion of the Vatican’s widely crit- 
icized policy of cloaking abuse 
allegations in secrecy, a Swiss 
churchman called for the pontiff 
to start a registry of molester cler- 
gy to avoid more shuttling by bish- 
ops of pedophile priests from par- 
ish to parish. 

The pontiff didn’t mention his 
letter chastising Ireland’s church 
hierarchy as he made his weekly 
appearance Sunday from his win- 
dow overlooking St. Peter’s Square. 
He cited the Gospel passage about 
Jesus’ inviting those without sin to 
cast the first stone. 


“While acknowledging her sin, 
he does not condemn her, but urges 
her to sin no more,” Benedict told 
pilgrims in the square. “Trusting in 
his great mercy toward us, we hum- 
bly beg his forgiveness for our own 
failings, and we ask for the strength 
to grow in his holiness.” 

In Germany, meanwhile, the 
news magazine Focus quoted the 
head of the German Bishops Con- 
ference on Sunday as acknowledg- 
ing that the Roman Catholic Church 
consciously covered up cases of sex- 
ual abuse. “Every single case dark- 
ens the face of the entire church,” 
said Archbishop Robert Zollitsch. 

On Saturday, Zollitsch apolo- 
gized personally for a sexual abuse 
cover-up that happened 20 years ago 
in a Black Forest community while 
he was in charge of human resourc- 
es at the Freiburg diocese. 

In Saturday’s missive, Bene- 
dict said Irish bishops made grave 


The Cardinal Storm

The Irish Church acknowledged in a state- 
ment last week that Brady had interviewed 
two boys in 1975 that alleged sexual abuse 
against Father Brendan Smyth and that at 
the end of their interviews he had adminis- 
tered an oath of secrecy to the two victims. 

Smyth was assigned to a number of church 
jobs after that 1975 investigation and went on 
to abuse more children, in Ireland, Northern 
Ireland and the U.S. Smyth died in prison in 
1997 after a conviction for sexually abusing 
children. 

The revelation of the extent of Brady’s in- 
volvement in that investigation has led to calls 
from some in Ireland that he step down or be 
removed from office. Brady has said he will 
serve until removed by Pope Benedict XVI, who 
did not address the controversy in his letter on 
Sunday. (Christian science monitor)

Tens of thousands of immigrants 
and their supporters from across 
the U.S. packed the National Mall 
Sunday in a last-ditch effort to spur 
Congress and the White House to 
overhaul the nation’s immigra- 
tion system and offer the nation’s 
10.8 million illegal immigrants a 
path to citizenship this year. 

Under a glorious blue sky, the 
festive crowd beat drums and 
waved American flags and plac- 
ards reading “Change Takes Cour- 
age,” and “Obama Don’t Forget Your 
Promise!”

Rhee’s School Pledge Unfulfilled 



Buildings designated 
for upgrades remain 
closed in downturn 

Washington 

D.C. Schools Chancellor Michelle 
A. Rhee’s promises to rebuild three 
D.C. schools closed in 2008 are 
likely to remain unfulfilled in the 
near future, a delay that District 
officials attribute to reduced rev- 
enue from the poor economy and 
unanticipated expenditures on 
other projects. 

Rhee and Mayor Adrian M. 
Fenty, a Democrat, roiled neigh- 
borhoods across the city when 
they announced the closure of 23 
schools that were either underen- 
rolled or in poor physical condition. 
In at least three cases, they softened 
the impact of the deeply unpopu- 
lar decisions by promising to mod- 
ernize or rebuild the schools while 
students were relocated. 

Since fall 2008, students at 
Bruce-Monroe Elementary in Ward 
1 have attended Park View Elemen- 
tary; children from Brookland Ele- 


mentary in Ward 5 are enrolled at 
Bunker Hill Elementary; and Turn- 
er Elementary students in Ward 8 
have gone to Green Elementary. 

Parents in each community 
were told that new or vastly mod- 
ernized buildings would be ready 
within two to three years. 

But the school system’s 
$200 million-a-year capital pro- 
gram — which has delivered gleam- 
ing new facilities such as Phelps 
Architecture, Construction and 
Engineering High School in Ward 5 


and the Wheatley Education Cam- 
pus in Ward 5 — faces a budget 
squeeze as tax revenue declines 
and deficits mount. 

“Our biggest issue is money,” 
Rhee said. “We don’t have as much 
of it as we did before.” When asked 
whether, in retrospect, she over- 
promised school communities, she 
said: “I promised based on what 
[the financial situation] looked like 
at the time. I didn’t expect the cap- 
ital budget to take a hammering.”

So many times this season, the 
Maryland men’s basketball team 
found a second-half surge strong 
enough to overcome whatever defi- 
cit it may have faced. With a vicious 
pressure defense and one of the 
nation’s top guards in its arsenal, 
Maryland rarely ever was out of 
contention. 

But even after senior guard 
Greivis Vasquez orchestrated a furi- 
ous comeback with less than two 
minutes to play, Michigan State 
guard Korie Lucious made a game- 
winning three-point shot from the 
top of the key at the buzzer to pro- 
vide Michigan State an 85-83 vic- 
tory that ended Vasquez’s career 
and Maryland’s season. 

After Lucious made a 3 -point- 
er with just more than two min- 
utes remaining to put Michigan 
State up by nine, Vasquez scored 
and was fouled in the process. He 
made the free throw and Mary- 
land pressed. Vasquez forced a 
turnover and got the ball to Sean 
Mosley, who scored a layup. Mary- 
land trailed by four. 

Then Cliff Tucker stole the ball 


from Raymar Morgan and even- 
tually found Vasquez for a three- 
pointer. Maryland trailed by one. 

Maryland got the ball back 
again, and Vasquez scored in the 
lane to put the Terrapins on top by 
one with 38.7 seconds to go. It was 
Maryland’s first lead since early in 
the first half Vasquez, who finished 
with 26 points, answered again a 
few moments later after a Michi- 
gan State basket. 


But in 6.7 seconds, the Spartans 
made their way down the court and 
found Lucious at the top of the key. 
Had it not been for an injury to 
starting point guard Kalin Lucas 
in the first half, Lucious might not 
even have been in the game in that 
situation. 

Injuries and foul trouble altered 
the complexion of Sunday’s contest. 
With just more than two minutes 
remaining in the first half, Lucas 


scored on a runner in the lane but 
came down awkwardly on his left 
ankle. Lucas, who suffered a right 
ankle injury Friday in Michigan 
State’s first-round win, left the 
game and retreated to the Spartans’ 
locker room for treatment.

Redskins Look at Tebow 



Shanahan works out 
Heisman winner one 
month before draft 

The Redskins 

The Redskins’ search for a new 
quarterback took the team brass 
to Gainesville, Fla., this weekend, 
where head coach Mike Shanahan 
got a chance to see Heisman Trophy 
winner Tim Tebow in person. 

Tebow had his Pro Day last week, 
but Shanahan didn’t attend, so this 
was the first chance since the Senior 
Bowl in January for the Redskins 
coach to view Tebow throwing up- 
close. Also expected to attend the 
private workout Saturday were 
General Manager Bruce Allen and 
Scott Campbell, the team’s director 
of player personnel. 

Tebow, who’s expected to hear 
his name called in the second 
round or later of next month’s draft, 
unveiled a new throwing motion 
for scouts last week, which received 
mostly positive reviews. The Red- 
skins are believed to be the first of 
at least five teams that will hold pri- 
vate workouts with Tebow. 

It would seem that Shanahan 
and Allen would not waste time 


traveling to Gainesville if they had 
only minimal interest in the for- 
mer Gators star. 

But Allen is second to none at 
hiding his true intentions lead- 
ing to the draft and is adept at the 
misdirection game, league sources 
say. What we know for sure is that 
the Redskins only offered Jason 
Campbell a first-round tender, so 
he could become an unrestricted 
free agent after the 2010 season. 
We’ve been told that Shanahan

Brussels Stouts 



I used to make fun of people ob- 
sessed with Belgian beer. It just 
seemed like they found the silliest 
version of a manly drink they possibly 
could and talked about it all the time. 
Come on, BELGIUM? Some residents 
willingly respond to the 
name “Walloons," and 
the government totally 
messed up the Congo 
in the 19th century. 

But then I relented: 
Belgium isn't so bad. 
Belgians invented both 
Tintin and the Smurfs, 
and they make a mean waffle. Oh, 
and the beer is spectacular. Belgium 
has a history of craft brewing, and the 
ancient yeast strains used there yield 
particularly flavorful drafts. 

There are plenty of places in D.C. 
that specialize in Belgian beer. Belga 
Cafe (514 8th St. SE) not only features 
a full Belgian menu, but you can get 
any draft beer half-price at the bar on 
weeknights between 4 and 6. 

At L’Enfant Cafe and Bar (2000 
18th St. NW), there are $4 drafts 
and $5 wine and cocktails Monday, 
Wednesday, Thursday and Friday be- 
tween 6 p.m. and 7:30 p.m. But Tues- 
day from 4:30 p.m. to 7:30 p.m. is the 
time to be there, because that’s when 
all Belgian beers are half-price and 
the small plates are $4. 


Slime Time 

For a taste of Belgian food, head out 
to Granville Moore’s Brickyard (1238 
H St. NE) every Monday for a $10 
plate of mussels between 5 p.m. and 
7 p.m. If you’ve always been afraid to 
try eating mollusks because you’re 
afraid of slimy things, consider this 
peer pressure.

It’s Funny and It’s True 



Marc Maron leaves 
no awkward stone 
unturned with his 
sharp, direct comedy 


Shows 

Comedian Marc Maron wants to 
make you laugh. Well, kind of. 

“I tend to be more in the truth- 
telling business,” Maron said. “As I 
get older, Fve softened up a bit, but 
I’m definitely that brand of comic. 
It’s less about jokes and more about, 
‘What the [expletive] is this about?’ 
and ‘This is how crazy I am. How 
about you?”’ 

For years, that’s been Maron’s 
thing. A passionately satiric comic 
known for his programs on the 
recently shut-down radio net- 
work Air America and his numer- 
ous appearances on “Late Night 
With Conan O’Brien,” Maron has 
blazed a trail with his blatant- 
ly up-front personality. He’s not 
afraid to spar with anyone or com- 
plain about anything, which he’ll 
be doing tonight during a seated 
show at the Black Cat. 

“I guarantee it will be interest- 
ing,” he said. “You will walk out 
saying, ‘Wow, that kind of sucked,’ 
or you may walk out saying, ‘Wow, 
I hope that guy’s OK,’ but you will 
walk out having an experience and 
being entertained.” 

In the beginning, that’s just 
what Maron wanted to do. When 
watching comics on TV at the age 
of 10 or 11, Maron was drawn to 


their ability to repeatedly make 
people laugh; soon, he and his 
brother were listening to comedy 
records, and by the time Maron 
was a teenager, he was “inter- 
ested and obsessed” with being 
onstage. After graduating from 
college, Maron committed — and 
since then, “just a lot of irrespon- 
sibility, anger-trouble, bad living. 


dramatic relationships and hyper- 
sensitivity” have helped shape his 
comedy style, he said. 

Lately he’s begun to veer away 
from political subjects, instead 
choosing to focus on “smaller 
things and bigger things” that 
appeal to everyone. 

In fact, that approach — one he 
uses regularly in his podcast series. 


“WTF With Marc Maron,” which 
began in September — has elicited 
tons of response from fans, many 
of whom feel the same way Maron 
does about himself and the rest of 
humanity, he said. Part of that may 
be because of Maron’s straight- 
forward approach, or because of 
a crippling sense of fear invading

people everywhere. 

And though people who listen 
to his podcasts benefit from a more 
personal relationship with Maron, 
his live show is similarly exciting. 

“What happens when you do 
stand-up is there’s a different 
engagement,” Maron said. “The 
podcasts are essentially engaging 
with one person, whether they be 
on the treadmill or in their car or 
walking down the street or on the 
subway. ... The experience people 
have as an audience is different: 
The pacing is different, the tim- 
ing is different, the way I present 
the material is a little different, but

Music 

Britt Daniel can’t resist some dry 
humor when asked what it means 
to him that his band, Spoon, sold 
out a gig at New York’s prestigious 
and spacious Radio City Music Hall 
weeks in advance. 

“We sold all the tickets,” the 
singer deadpanned. 

Yes, literally. Probe a little and 
you’ll catch some pride that this 
was accomplished without adver- 
tising, despite advice that they 
needed it. 

The propulsive rock band from 
Austin, Texas, is a rarity in today’s 
music business — an act that hones 
its craft over many years and picks 
up more and more dedicated fans 
as it goes along. Seventeen years 
after Daniel and drummer Jim 
Eno got together, the arrow keeps 
pointing up. 

“So many bands lose their heads 
when one day they’re playing to 40 
people and two weeks later they’re 
playing to 2,000,” said bass player 
Rob Pope. “You kind of lose your 
perspective of how to be a band at 
that point. For us, since I’ve been 
in the band, the work ethic has 
always been pretty high, and that’s 
translated into the band’s upward 
trajectory.” 

The band’s taut sound is dom- 
inated by Daniel’s guitar and ner- 
vous-energy songs, and Eno’s cre- 
ative rhythms. More than most 


bands today. Spoon is dominated by 
that rhythmic intensity. “It is pret- 
ty crazy that this has been togeth- 
er for so long,” Eno said. “There’s a 
consistency to a Spoon record that 
I don’t think you get with a lot of 
other bands.” 

“Transference” is Spoon’s first 
disc without longtime producer 
Mike McCarthy. He wasn’t avail- 
able when Spoon wanted to work, 
so it pressed onward. 

“I just wanted to see if we could 
do it in a different way, not only to 
see what happened creatively, but 
it was taxing on our soul to be in 
a studio for five months straight 
with him,” Daniel said. “This time 
it was a lot easier.” 

While growing, sales of Spoon 
discs are relatively modest. Expo- 
sure often comes in different ways. 
Thinking he was approving a sci- 
ence project, Daniel said “OK” 


when someone from Japan asked 
to use Spoon’s music as a sound- 
track to some videos featuring Kee- 
pon, a robot invented to engage 
autistic youngsters. He was sur- 
prised later when a friend told him 
to watch the videos on YouTube: 
The Keepon dancing to Spoon’s “I 
Turn My Camera On” proved the 
band’s music could swing instead 
of pound. 

The video has been clicked on 
more than 2.2 million times. 

Daniel said he doesn’t regret the 
era he’s in. One bout of true rock 
star treatment — a group of fans in 
Indianapolis who wanted to follow 
him around simply because he was 
Britt Daniel — left him cold. 

“Maybe for a week,” Pope said, 
“if I could go back to the ’70s just 
to see what it was like.” 

“We’d never see him again,”
